"We're at the crossroads," said 


Henderson,' "and cannot know de- 
finitely what our future is to be 
until Congress decides what it will 
do about existing measures." 


The gigantic 5113.000,000. Ohio 


public works program, according 
to Henderson, is a long way from 
realization because federal money 
will not be available unless sanc- 
tion is given to the §500,000,000 
federal relief bill. 


Ohio's projected reforestation is 


being delayed for the same rea- 
son. 


The hope that Ohio might ne-

Civil Service to Hold

HERE is to be no raid on 
civil service jobs to satisfy 


'-hungry Democrats, says Post- 


master General Parley, chief pat- 
ronage dispenser under the Roose- 
velt administration. 


His assurance is a welcome re- 


lief to those who had feared that 
the craving for spoils might serve 
to break down the civil service. 
This fear was caused in part by 
recent apparently inspired reports 
from Washington that the admin- 
istration was-considering removal

Either the reports were 
without basis or the protests 
aroused by them caused abandon- 
ment of the proposed plan. 


Tf.r~ Farley was specific in, his 
declaration: 
* "No incumbent whose term has 
not^yet expired and who has been 
resdering loyal and efficient ser- 
vice to the government," he was 
quoted as saying, "need have the 
slightest fear of removal. It will 
be the policy of the post office de- 
partment to allow every efficient 
postmaster to fill out his term." 


It would be possible, of course, 


under the policy as defined here, 
to squeeze out some postmasters 
on grounds of inefficiency and to 
replace them with 
Democrats. 


Such methods are not unknown in 
politics.

policy he announced, and that the 
administration will uphold the 
civil service regulations.

Question—Is black pepper a 


safe moth repellent? What will 
kill them? 


Answer—Black pepper is one of 


a long list of ineffective moth re- 
pellents. Others commonly used 
but equally ineffective are all- 
spice, lavender, cayenne pepper, 
borax, red cedar leaves, eucalyp- 
tus leaves, formaldehyde, 
lime, 
salt sulfur and tobacco. Two 
recommended repellents are ~ap- 
thalene or moth balls and para- 
dichlorobenzene. 


Paradichlorobenzene 
is 
com- 


monly used to repel moth, but to 
kill moth it must be used at the 
rate of one pound of the chemical 
to each 10 cubic feet of space. 
This means that it is effective 
only in closed and sealed boxes, 
trunks a-d chests where the 
proper concentration may be ob- 
tainrd
